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To the Citizens of the Town of Holdérness: 


In submitting our annual report for the past year 
and the budget for the ensuing year, we respectful- 
ly call your attention to two facts; first, that most 
rigid economy has been practiced in the administra- 
tion of the schools in order to keep within the appro- 
priations, second, that the figures in the budget are 
the minimum for the necessary expenses of our schools 
for the ensuing year. As you will notice, no increase 
has been made in the amount for elementary schools, 
administration, or graduation exercises. The increase 
of $200. in high school tuitions is made necessary by 
the larger number of pupils in attendance, and by 
the increased rate of tuition in all high schools, the 
charge per pupil being $70.00 whereas formerly it has 
been $55.00 per year. 


Improvements at the Bridge school seem not 
only desirable, but necessary. The woodshed is fall- 
ing down. The toilets as arranged were for temporary 
use only. The heating system is wholly unsatisfac- 
tory. It will be poor policy from a financial viewpoint 
to do only part of the work at a time. We respect- 
fully ask an especial appropriation of $500.00 for need- 
ed improvements at the Bridge schoolhouse.
